On Monday last, being the seventh 
day of the Convention and the Xtli 
ballot, eX'Senator Benjamin Harri- 
son was nominated as the Republi- 
can Presidential standard-bearer for 
the year of grace, 18?W. This action 
ol the Convention seems to have been 
more the result of spitework than 
because of any inherent qualities ol 
personal magnetism or availability 
poaseased by the nominee. The fact 
it, the friends of the other candiuates 
had become heartily tired ol the dic- 
tatorial .one assumed by the Blaine 
managers, and it was|simply a com- 
bination of “tho field against the fa- 
Torite,” which finally resulted in 
ilarrison’s nomination. 

If the nominee suits Republicans 
he certainly ought to please Detao- 
crai.s. As far as the public knows, 
tlie private character of Mr. Harri- 
son IS above reproach. But bo is 
uot a man of the }ieople. In tem- 
perament he is as cold snd forbidding 
ss John BberinaD, and sj haughty 
and aristocratic as was ever Charles 
Sumner.
